The spectrogcope hns tanght us somothing of
the counstitution of thess bodies, though  they
never reach the earth'’s surface. Professor [{er-
schel, third in that line of astronomers which
has done 50 moch for scienee, lns employed an
August night or two In trying to find out what
the Augnel metoors are made of.  With & spec-
troscope of logenlous deviee, construeted by
Mr. Browning, F. R. A 8., for the spacial pur-
poge of selzing the light of these swittly moving
bodles, Professor Herschiel wa necessful 1o
apalyzing seventeen meteors, The most In
terosting of his results is his discovery that the
yellow light of the Angust meteors s due
Lo the presence ol the metal sodium In combus-
tion, This metal bas o very sieiking and char-
acteristiec spectrom, consisting of two brelght
orange-vellow lines very cloge together; nnd this
double line wns unmistakably recognized in the
spectrum of the August meteors. To use the
words of the observer, *their condition” (when
rendered visible to us by their combustion) ‘s
exactly that of a flame of gus In Bunsen's
burncr, freely charged with the vapor of burn-
Ing kodlum: of of Wie flame of a spirit lamp
newly trimmed, and largely dosed with a supply
of molstoncd =alt.” .

It is strange to consider what becomes of all
the sodium thus dispersed throughout the upper
regions of nir, Therecan be no doubt that In
some form or other—mixed or in combination —
it reaches the earth. The very alr we breathe
must at all times contaln, in however minute

roportion, the cosmical dustthus brought to us
rom out tho Interplanetary spaces. Nay, for
aught we know, purposes of the utmost impor-
tauce in the economy of our earth, and affectinge
lnrgely the welfare of the creatures which sub-
glst upon its surface, may be =ubserved by
this  continual  down-pour of meteoric
matter. We Kknow already that the different
meteor-systems are differently constituted, For
instance, the white November stars nre much
less rich in sodlum than the yellow Augost ones.
Ench system, doubtless, has its special constitu-
tion, and thus the air we breathe is continually
belng dosed with different forims of metalllc
dust,—now one metal, now another, belng added,
withh results In which, did we but know It, we
are doubtless largely interested. Nor is It cer-
tain that deleteriouns resulls do not oceasionally
flow from an overdoze of sume of the clements
contained in moteors. It wight be plausibly
maintained, on evidence drawn from known
facts and dates, that oceasionally o mete-
oric  systemm hns  brought plague and
pestilence with it The “sweating sick-
ness' even has been associnted (though, we
admit, not very satisfuctorily) with the 33-year
returns of great displays of November ghooting
stars, Without insisting on snch hypotheses as
these, which searcely rest on stronger evidence
than the notion that the destruction of Sodom
and Gomorrah was bronght about by an unu-
snally heavy downfall of godinm-laden (that s,
salt-laden) meteors, we may content ourselves
by pointing out that the labors of eminent che-
mists have shown that the alr is actually loaded
at times with precisely such forms of metallic
dust as the theories of astronomers respecting
meteors would lead us to look for.

The Development of Cereals,

Mr. F. F. Hallett read before the Britlsh Asso-
clation a paper “On the Law of the Develop-
ment of Cereals.” From continued observations
and experiments, extended over nearly twenty
years, Mr. Hallett sald he had arrived at the
Tollowing conclusions:—*1. Every fully-devel-
oped plant, whether of wheat, onts, or bar-
ley, presents an ear superior in productive

wer o any of the rest on that plant,

. Every such plant containsg one grain
which, upon trinl, proves more productive
than any other. #. The best graln in a given
plant is found in its best ear. 4. The superior
vigor of this grain Is transmissible in different
degrees to its progeny. 0. By I'cﬁll!:tlcd eareful
gelection the superiority is aceumulnted. 6. The
improvement, which Is at first rapld, gradunlly,
after a long series of years, Is diminished In
amount, and eventually so far arrested that,
practically speaking, a limit to improvement in
the desired quality Is reached. 7. By still con-
tinning to select, theimprovement is maintained
and practically a fixed type s the resnlt,”

One of the most exclting disensslong in the
Britieh Asgocintlon was on Dr. Darwin's deve-
lopmetnt theory. Three papers were read com-
bating Dr. Darwin's opinions, and in one of
them, prepaved !?’ the Rev. Dr. M'Cann, on
“‘Philosophical Objections to Darwinism or
Evolutionism,” it was urged that belief in evo-
lutionism meant athelsm, Professor Huxley
appeared as the defender of Darwinlsm, and
protested against what he termed the shallow
carienture of sclence and philosophy presented
by the Rev. Doctor, observing that it led one to
doubt whether the first doctor of divinity was
not Cain, and the first man of sclence Abel,

president for the Liverpool meeting by n close
vote, Lord Btanley, to whom the post was
offered, declining to aceept the position, on the

Hammering Iron Until it Is ited Hot.

In hils lectures on “Heal,” delivered rocently
at the London Institution, My, G. F. Rodwell
alluded to a singular case of motion transformed
into heat, namely, the rendering of fron red hot
by repeated strokes of the hammer. Roberi
Bi)ylu. “the “nther of chemistry,” had notions of
the trunsformation of mechabieal movement
into heat very nearly akin to, If not quite iden-
tical with, those professed ol the present day.
Robert Boyle alluded to the rapid development
of heat in an fron nail by repeated blows of the
bammer after it has ceased (o travel
into the wood, It has been asked whether
iron could Lie hammered cold
until it became red hot. Mr, Rodwell Informs
us that It can. Haying requested o blacksmith
to try the experiment, o plece of very tough lron
was bhammered with & moderately heavy ham-
mer; it became hot, but would not scorch a plece
of paper. It was then lamwmered by two men,
one of whom nsed a sledge hammer, but with no
better result.  Presently, o man who was work-
Ing in the shop #aid he ‘had often lit his forge fire
by this means, before matehes were plentiful.
He took n vail, such as 15 used for horse-shoes,
and, after banmering for less than two minutes
with a Mglt hammer, part of the nall wus
brought to & bright red hent. The blows were
dight butfrequent, and the nail was partly turned
nfcnch blow.

Personnl na-lnl-u;l}nw::. tho Late Secretary

A Washington correspondent of the Cinein-
nati Gaselte gives the following personal re-
miniscences of the late Secretary Rawlins: —
There ave but few anecdotes current about
Rawlins, and most of them relate to the quiet
en and persistence with which he pursued
hi:mim._ A friend who commanded a gun-
boat in Porter's fleet before Vicksburg tells
me of finding Rawlins so constantly at his
desk or other duties as to make one wonder
when he found time ngcessary for sleep. An-
other officer who served on the stafl there
declares that it was common for the Adjutant
to use 18 or 20 hours out of the 24 in his
labor., He was a man of unbending will. Ibis
affirmed that at Cairo, soon after on-

fering the service, there was a good
deal too much ocarclossness manifested
in the mattor of drinking, which, it became
evident, might impair the usefulness of meon
since renowned. Hawling at once, ad o mattar
of example to others, beoame o total abstainer,
ind so abided until his death., He was spo-
cially carefnl to give no countenance to the
iden that Grant was, in any manner, other
than for the legitimate counsel, elo., he was
entitled to offer, unduly indebted to John A,
Rawling for pny portion of the fume which
entne to him, 1 reamember having, lnst s1um-
mer, when brought into contact with
Chaef of Staft while engaged in the prepara-
tion of some politionl documents swhich in.
volved the examination of portions of Chene-
il Gaant's enrlior orders and official corros-
pondence, and how carcful General Bawling
was o point ont, here and there, as the drifl
of the conversation and inquiry bronght
them: np, that General Grant himself eithor
dictated or wrote sentences and papors which,
for picturesque (lersencss and r, have
since become historie. Among such plirases
was that of Fort Donelson—*1 propose to
move immediately upon vour works:” the
order of congratnlation Shiloh; the
fnmons l"J'.-_J_w'IuI;I.hll'l-rI\ ordem nftoyp .‘u!l.\!t}]
Ridge: the divection to Shierldan to make the
Shenandoah Valley “‘gso bare that n orow flying
over it wonld have to earry his own rations;”
and a hundred more bold and graphic sen.
tences, This trait illnstrates Rawling' sin-
carity, A yonng officer who servad as an aid
in the Wilderness campaign tells a story of a
different stamp. It was on the 12ih of May,
18G4, in the battle of Spottsylvania. Early
in the day General Wrighit, of the tth Corps,
rode up to Grant and asked permission to
make a charge with his whole corps,which oe-
cupied the right of onr line. It was the famons
“Fighting Bixth,” “‘Sedgwick’s Gamecooks,’
a8 they were sometimes called, and Wright
was auxious to keep up the corps’ “‘rap,” He
urged his desire with groat persistency.
Grant, always believing in direot momentum
and cloge quarters, was ready to yield. Raw-
ling, however, who was appenled to, resisied
Wright's wish with as great earnestness as it
was urged, pointing out that the Rebel posi-
tion was too strong, and nothing but a waste
of life would follow. Wright went away, and
returned again, Grant then gave the order,
though reluctantly. Rawling declared that it
was useless. The commander and stafl were
on a slight eminence, from which the move-
ment could be seen. Presently the long
line formed, the waving standards, the wav-
ing lines of bayonets gleamed, nud the dark
mass moved forward steadily, and at last
with a great shont and rush, In a few
minutes they came tumbling back, repulsed,
and in considerable disorder. Grant looked on,
said nothing except to give an order to an aid,
who galloped away; bunt Rawlins, who had
been annoyed at Wright's persistency, broke
out with a volley of ouths as the corps fell
back, almost shouting as he shook his
clenched fist in the direction of the General
engaged in reforming his command. —**You've
got your belly full; you would do it, — you;
that's the way you throw lives away,” with
sundry oaths more forcible than polite. He
seemed to have been angrier at what he
deemed a reckless disregurd of humun life
than at the risk the repulse gave to the whole
of our line. Several times in the course of
the next half hour, looking over in the diree-
tion of Wright, who was “‘pegging away” to
recover his position, Rawling wonld again
swear at the reckless disregard of human life
that had been exhibited.
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Exploration of the Cnuvons—-A Governmentnl
Repor

The Omaha Republican has the following:
—Bamuel Adams, Esq., a gentleman who has
been for the last four years in the service of
the War Department, engaged in exploring
the Colorado river and the unexplored region
of conntry lying West of the Rocky Mountain
range contignous to that river, arrived in this
city yesterday on his way to Washington,
where he will submit to the SBecretary of War
an official report of his explorations and dis.
coveries. Mr. Adams has furpished the fol-
ing synopsis of his fortheoming report; —

At your request, I give you a few hasty
facts respecting the individual exploring en-
terprise with which I have been connected for
the last four years, having for its object the
exploration of the Colorado river and its
tribntaries. T'bis river and the almost un-
known conntry through which it wends its
way from the kxocky Mounntains to the Gulf of
Californin has been so much misrepresented
by professional letter-writers and a more re-
cent explorer, who has expended nothing indi-
vidually and incurred none of the hardships
inseparately connected with the development
of the (terra incognita) West., The public, in
consequence, have been much deceived, and
very great injustice has been done to the
mineral and agricultnral resources of a neg-
lected section of territory, which must soon
attract the attention of the Government. It
is impossible for me, in this brief communi-
cption, to enter into n subject at length upon
which yon have expressed so much interest,
as I have done in my official report, which
will be published in a few days.

My exploring party of eleven men, with
four boats constructed on the Blue river, left
i point on that stream eight miles from the
main divide or snmmit of the Rocky Moun-
taing, July 12, 15869, for the purpose of de-
scending that stream to the Grand (the main
tributary of the Colorado) to a point on the
Colorado river, where I had sscended from
the Gulf of Californin over three years since,
the facts of which were given in my published
report fo the Secretary of War, For the first
100 miles, after starting, I found the descent
of the river to be over 5000 feet. The Rocky
and Cave Oanyons of the Blue, and the
“Grand” and “bSwift" Canyons of the Grand
river I found to be swifter and much more
dangerous than the ‘‘Mojave,” “‘Painted,”
“Long,” *“Black,” and “Big"” Oanyons of
the Colorado river, through all of which I

have ascended and descended severnl thmes 1
A description of |

within the last three years,
the cnrrent, depth, and length of canyons,
éte., I gave in my published report, Where
I left the river lnst to the Gulf of California,
a distance of nbout 1100 miles, the descent of
waler canuot be over 500 feet, or less than
five feet to the mile, thus substantiating the
statement made in my first report. In de-
seending thromgh a succession of rupid
canyons I lost all my boats, instruments,
maps, ete, The instruments were replaced,
when, with my companions (two men)
I proceeded upon a ocedar raft, This
was broken up and all our provisions
lost, except four days’ rations, For seventy-
five miles the fall of water would average
seventy feet to the mile; in some places 300
to the wile. While this was o source of satis-
faction to myself, and an additional assuranoce
that the fall of water must necessarily be less
below, it was a csuse of alarm to the balance
of my party, who left me in the rocky Cave
Canvon, JIn these the perpendionlar walls
arose from 800 to 1800 feet.,

constructed it, we passed through a sncoss.
siom of walleys from one mile to fifty in
length, where we unexpeotedly found wild
onts, wheat, rye, barley, timothy, and clover
growing spontaneously, while the fine cedar
and onk timber inoreased in #ize.

The Return of Colonel Pawell -The Reparted
Murder ol his Pariv.

The Chicago Republican of the 20th says:
We have received n brief mote from Major
Powell, dated Mouth of Virgin River, August
30, annonneing the safe arrival of his expedi-
tion at that point. Virgin river isat the
head of navigntion on the Colorade, and the
oxploration, therefore, of the dangerous por-
tion of that river may be considered as sno-
cessful. In n few days we hope to receive
from Mnjor Powell the full report he pro-
miges of his adventares and observations.

The Deaeret Nownw of the Tth inst. says, as
had already been stated in a despateh from
Detroit, that Major Powell had arrived at
Fort Bt. GGeorge, in Utah, and the same paper
of the Sth says that it has received a despatch
from St. George with the intelligence that
three of the men belonging to the expedition
had been killed by the Indinns. The story
rests on the report of a friendly Indian, who
stated that the men were found, very huugry,
by a portion of the Shebett tribe, who fad
them and put them on the trail leading to
Washington, in Sonthern Utab; that on their
journey the men fell in with a squaw and
shot her, whereupon they were followed by
three of the Shebetts and killed. The navies
of the men are not given, and itis to be
hoped that the whole story is untrue. It does
not seem probable that the Powell party
would have scattered immediately on issuing
from the canyons of the Colorado, and, if
kept together, Major Powell would have had
gufficient authority over his men to have pre-
ventéd any collision with friendly Indians,
If bis men straggled, however, it is gquite pos-
gible that they may have got into trouble.
The Detroit despateh, published some days
ago, anunouncing to the Major's family in
Detroit his arrival at St. George, does not
mention this story of the Deseret News,
